~ French Police were informed and joint investigations made by 
them at the scene of the affray. The injured Korean was 
taken to the Foo Ming Hospital where his injuries were found 
to be not serious “Contused wounds on face, “xcoriation of { 
the head". There were no police witnesses and the Japanese 
Goheniar Police who also attended stated that if the French = | 
i, ~ poldiers would agree to pay the sum of $14.00 as medical 
expenses they would consider the matter closed.
